Officials of the five communities 
who share the use of the 34th District 
Court in Romulus have been invited 
to a, meeting today to discuss the 
possibility of funding either the 
leasing or the construction of a new 
court building. 

District Court Judge James B. 
Stone and Henry Zaborowski have 
asked the officials of Romulus, 
Belleville, and the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren to 
attend the meeting to hear a prep- 
sentation by Romulus Mayor Tterry 
L. Troutt on a means to share the 
cost of moving the existing court 
facilitiy. 

“There’s a desperate need for a 
new building,” said Judge Stone 
prior to the meeting. ‘‘It’s a race 
between the termites and the Wayne 
County Road Commission bulldozers 
on who will get to the building first.”

The citizens group which is op- 
posing a proposal to bond for more 
than $14 million in improvements in 
Romulus will face the proposal’s 
chief proponent tomorrow. 

The group, known as 
“Grassroots,” has arranged a 


located on Eureka Road in an old 1- 
rooiTi school house, is in the path of 
the proposed extension of the main 
northeast-southwest runway at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

Although construction on the $35 
million runway has been halted by a 
U.S. District Court order, work can 
begin within the relatively near 
future if the Wayne County Road 
Commission files an environmental 
impact statement that meets federal 
regulations. 

“What we’re seeking is co- 
operation among the communities 
to get out of a bad situation,” Judge 
Stone said. “The court is required to 
sit in townships of more than 12,500 
population and in cities of more than 
3,250 population, unless those 
communities pass resolutions which 
absolve the courts from the 
requirement. 

“Being in a central location is an 
efficient way to operate the court, 
since records are located in one

place, rather than in each separate 
community, served by the court. 

“But this location is not suited to 
being used as a court.” 

The space crunch became acute in 
the District Court more than a year 
ago, when Zaborowski was elected 
to his first term as a judge in the 
district. This is the first time two 
judges have handled the chores for 
the five communities, served by the 
court. They share a single court- 
room and office. 

To accommodate the additional 
jurist, the City of Romulus has had 
to park a housetrailer near the old 
school house, but has not made the 
facility operational yet. 

“Right now, the records section is 
attached to the courtroom, 
meaning that records have to be 
taken outside and around the 
building to get to the office, if court 
is in session,” Judge Stone said. 
“Space also is a problem. Then 
there's the pending construction.” 

In the past, the situation at the 


calling the two proposals, to be voted 
on in a special Aug. 12 election, too 
costly for these recessionary times, 
and that the road paving proposal 
would be unfair to residents who 
bought homes in paved subdivisions. 

“I want as many people as 
possible to attend the meeting, to 
hear of the proposal, and to hear 
some of the reasons people in 
Romulus oppose it,” said Campbell 
Monday. 

In his disccusion of the bond 
request, Campbell criticized the 
program to obtain approval because 
there was “no formal public 
discussion” of the issue. He called 
the public rally to distribute in- 
formation on the bonding proposals 
a “beer bash” and said there was a 
need for a public hearing. 

Campbell said he is available at 
his home to discuss his concern over 
the bonding proposals most 
evenings.

court wasn’t as difficult, since the 
fees collected for fines covered 
expenses of the operation. 

But the needed expansion to ac- 
commodate another judge and tiie 
pending need for a new building 
almost dictates a requirement for 
some sort of a subsidy for the court 
to operate efficiently. Troutt is 
expected to ask the officials of the 
five committees to forgo their share 
of fines to meet increased costs. 

“The goal is to get the com- 
munities to see the need for a new 
building and to cooperate on some 
plan to meet it,” Judge Sonte added. 
“The people have to realize that the 
court serves all the people of the 
communities in many ways — 
covering traffic hearings, holding 
summary proceedings in landlord- 
tenant disputes, handling small 
claims and hearing the preliminary 
arguments on criminal cases.” 

Figures on the cost of possible 
courses of action were to be 
presented at today’s meeting by 
Troutt. 

Possible plans could include 
building a new facility near the 
Romulus Civic Center. 

The proposal to obtain a new court 
building isn’t new. Plans were 
initiated by the Romulus Building 
Authority in 1971 to build a facility 
near the City Hall, but were aban- 
doned when Troutt took office in 
1973. Another proposal had been to 
lease a facility from a private 
developer, but that fell through last 
year when the developer couldn’t 
obtain financing. 

Judge Stone said any proposal 
worked out by the communities 
shouldn’t be affet ted by plans before 
the slat* to take over tfy' district 
court system ard finance it entirely 
with state funds 

“That appears to be years away,” 
he added. “But if it should happen, 
the Supreme Court, which would 
become administrator of the state 
court system , ha s agreed to continue 
arrangements made in communities 
to accommodate their needs. 

“If a building is built, the Supreme 
Court would lease it back from the 
communities involved, or if a lease 
is a rranged the court would continue 
it.” 


Officials of the five communities 
which utilize this Romulus building 
as the 34th District Court were to 
meet today to hear a presen- 
tation by Romulus Mayor Terry L.

Thirty-fourth 
District judges James B. Stone and 
Henry Zaborowski are expected to 
tell officials cf Romulus.

The Roman sets election ground rules

Politics will be playing a 
hot and heavy role in the 
lives of many Romulus 
residents in the months to 
come. Residents will be 
receiving mailings from 
candidates running for 
mayor and council. They'll 
find brochures on their 
doorsteps and candidate 
backers at the door and 
probably on the other end of 
their phone line, praising 
individuals for their efforts 
and seeking support. 

They'll also find political 
news In their hometown 
weekly, The Romulus 
Roman. But the difference 
they will find between the 
candidate mailings and The 
Romulus Roman will be very 
important when they finally 
go to the polls to vote. 

The Romulus Roman will 
be providing unbiased 
coverage of the political 
scene in the community. 
Readers of The Roman will 
not find so-called "puff" 
pieces in their newspaper 
lauding any candidate for 
office, nor will they find their 
community newspaper 
giving favorable treatment 
to any candidate. 

Because we feel so 
strongly about our role in 


Romulus life and place must 
importance with our ability 
to sift through all the politics 
that will be going on to 
present our readers the 
facts, we feel it is necessary 
to lay our ground rules for 
the candidates running for 
office. 

By laying those ground 
rules early in the campaign, 
the candidates and our other 
readers will know where we 
stand when it comes to im- 
partiality and fairness. 

In setting this new policy, 
we are not looking to the past 
to see what The Romulus 
Roman did two years ago or 
20 years ago. We are ex- 
plaining what we are doing 
right now before the primary 
election. 

We will be treating each 
candidate as fairly as 
humanly possible and we 
refuse to be intimidated by 
such things as suggestions 
that we may lose the status 
as the city's official news- 
paper, if we do not publish 
stories placing a candidate in 
a favorable light. 

That suggestion usually 


comes up during election 
year. 

Nor will we accept the 
criticism that The Roman 
can be bought off and provide 
good coverage for a can- 
didate just by offering that 
person a free meal. That 
comment, which already has 
been made, is ridiculous and 
an affront to our 
professionalism. 

Before the election petition 
filing deadline, The Romulus 
Roman has published an- 
nouncement stories for 
candidates, explaining that 
they will be running for of- 
fice. Those stories include 
background about the in- 
dividual and usually his 
statement about why he is 
running for that particular 
office. 

We also have published 
stories about candidates 
rjnning on a slate, ex- 
plaining who those slate 
members are. And because 
The Roman already has 
published the location of one 
candidates campaign 
headquarters, we will do the 
same for the other can- 
didates. The phone numbers 


news story. 

Although The Roman will 
be accepting press releases 
from candidates, we will not 
be publishing them as such. 
Those releases will be used 
at our own discretion. 

What we will be doing is 
providing our readers with 
issue stories. 

We will be tossing issue 
questions at the candidates 
each week and allowing them 
equal space in this news- 
paper to address those 
issues. Each Wednesday at 
noon, The Roman wiM 
prepare an issue question 
which we would like the 
candidates to answer in 
writing. A copy of the 
question will be available at 
noon Wednesday at either the 
Associated Newspaper office 
in the City of Wayne, 35540 
Michigan Ave. or The En- 
terprise-Roman office in 
Belleville, 116 Fourth Street. 

The questions will not be 
mailed or given on the 
telephone, candidates must 
pick them up in person. 

The statements must be 
returned to either office by 


noon the following Monday. 
For example, the first issue 
question was available at 
noon today, it is to be an- 
swered by noon July 28, and 
will be published in the July 
30 issue of this newspaper. If 
a candidate misses the 
deadline, his answer will not 
be published. 

The first question will be 
addressed to the mayoral 
candidates. The July 30 issue 
will explain which can- 
didates should come in for a 
question relating to the office 
they are seeking. 

While we reserve the right 
to decide which questions 
will be asked in this issue 
forum, we will accept 
suggestions from candidates 
and residents of Romulus. 
Anyone with questions about 
this new political forum, 
should call Editor Lucy 
Wiesend at 729-4000. 

We reserve the right to 
omit material from, edit, and 
rewrite all political press 
releases and the answers to 
questions in the issue forum. 
While we will be held ac 
countable for the accuracy of 
our stories, we will not an- 


swer to a candidate who is 
upset because we did not 
publish his words exactly the 
way he wanted. 

If a candidate wants 
something published word 
for word, he has a right to 
buy advertising space in this 
newspaper. That ad- 
vertisement clearly will be 
labeled "paid political ad- 
vertisement." 

The Romulus Roman also 
will not be accepting 
photographs of candidates, 
aside from a facial shot, 
which will be used at our 
discretion. The Roman 
reserves the right to publish 
any photographs it wants; 
but, on the most part, will 
refuse to take any pictures 
which include candidates. 

By setting up our strict 
ground rules when it comes 
to political coverage, we are 
assuring our readers that 
The Romulus Roman will be 
providing them with all the 
news that is happening, not 
just the political news. But 
they will be assured that 
each week, they will be able 
to read about one of the 
issues in the election. 

Because The Romulus 
Roman will maintain its 
impartiality in news 
coverage, that does not mean 
this newspaper will not 
endorse a candidate in the 
election. That endorsement if 
made, will be labeled clearly 
as "our opinion."

Service aides make train trip pleasant

Michigan's full team of 
passenger service aides 
(PSA) have made its debut 
aboard Michigan Amtrak 
trains, according to the 
Department of State High- 
ways and Transportation. 

The 1*1 men and women 
hired, with federal man- 
power funds, to make train 
travel more enjoyable 
completed more than a 
month of specialized 
training. Three PSA 
supervisors trained aides 
on 'three intercity rail 
routes — Port Huron- 
Chicago, Detroit-Chicago 
and Detroit-Buffalo. 

They are available to 


answer travelers' 
questions about train 
service and connecting 
forms of public tran- 
sportation and to help with 
passengers’ needs. 

“No other state has tried 
a similar program to make 
public transportation more 
attractive,” said James C. 
Kellogg, deputy director 
for Urban and Public 
Transportation. “So far the 
PSAs have been a big 
success with the traveling 
public. They appreciate the 
extra measure of service 
on Michigan trains.” 

Training for the new 
passenger aides included a 
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session with handicapped 
volunteers who explained 
the special needs of han- 
dicapped persons, and how 
to be sensitive to their 
feelings. PSAs also toured 

Amtrak headquarters in 
Washington, DC., its 
regional operations center 
in Chicago, and rode a 
variety of Amtrak 
equipment, from sleeping 


cars to Metroliners. 

They studied Amtrack’s 
nationwide train network 
and routes and schedules 
for all forms of public 
transportation in 
Michigan, Chicago and 
New York. 

Kellogg said the question 
most rail passengers in 
Michigan want answered is 
when train service in 


Michigan will be expanded 
and improved. 

“The three supervisors 
say they most often are 
asked when people will be 
able to ride from Lansing 
to Detroit again, or catch a 
train in Grand Rapids, or 
when the tracks will be 
repaired so the train can 
run faster,” Kellogg 
continued. “The answer is 
that Michigan now is ac- 


tively seeking the funds to 
expand service and rebuild 
deteriorated track into 
first-class condition.”

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Inspector may fill police work void in city 


Although he terms the 
service of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Road 
Patrol in Romulus as 
“better than having our 
own police force,” Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt believes 
the service lacks one 
aspect which a community 
can obtain only by having 
its own police agency. 

“There doesn’t appear to 
be a local person who 
people can go to with 
comments on the police 
service,” Troutt said. 
“There’s no chief.” 

However, the top man in 


the Romulus city ad- 
ministration has been 
meeting with the top man 
in the sheriff’s ad- 
ministration in an effort to 
work out the problem and 
may have reached a 
solution. 

Plans have been made to 
make one of the road 
patrol’s inspectors — 
officers with rank just 
below that of sheriff and 
undersheriff and the 
highest rion-elective rank 
— a form of “police chief* 
in the community. 

“I’ve held the final 
meetings with Sheriff 


(William) Lucas and 
Undersheriff (Loren) 
Pittman and seem to have 
a plan worked out where an 
inspector will be located in 
Romulus to handle just the 
community problems in- 
curred by contracting with 
the Sheriff for police 
protection,” Troutt said. ”1 
expect the local officer to 
be named in the very near 
future.” 

And the local officer will 
be welcomed into a new 
office in the city’s 
Department of Public 
Works (DPW) building. 

“I made it clear that 


Romulus needs some police 
official located in the 
community who the 
citizens can meet and 
discuss their problems 
with,” Troutt added. “I 
want him to act as the 
police chief. We even may 
give him the title unof- 
ficially. 

“As far as I’m con- 
cerned, he’ll attend all 
public meetings to handle 
discussion on police 
matters and function as a 
member of the ad- 
ministration, although he’ll 
be responsible to the 
county sheriff.” 


In the past, ad- 
ministrative duties for the 
Sheriffs force operating in 
Romulus were handled out 
of the Road Patrol 
headquarters on Henry 
Ruff Road in Westland. 

“It’s worked efficiently 
enough, but there isn’t that 


image of a local police 
official who can com- 
municate with the 
citizens,” he continued. 
“This should correct the 
situation.” 

The local police official 
will be responsible for the 
city’s 24-hour per day, 7- 


day per week patrol of 
Romulus 

At present the road 
strength of the unit is four 
cars on duty around the 
clock. In addition, two 
detectives have been 
assigned to handle in- 
vestigation in the com- 


munity along with a youth 
officer 

For the service. Romulus 
officials anticipate paying 
$962,000 during the coming 
year The relocation of a 
local control officer won’t 
cost more, according to the 
mayor.

Man y Western Wayne 
County residents and others 
across the state are com- 
mitting a crime against 
nature and they probably 
don't even realize it. They 
are committing that crime 
every time they toss the pop- 
top off their beer or pop cans 
— or the can or bottle itself — 
on our streets and highways, 
in our parks and recreation 
areas and in our state 
forests. 

No one can travel our 
roads and enjoy our 
recreational sites without 
being confronted by litter. 
And, it seems, throwaway 
cans and bottles are the 
largest and most notorious 
component of the little 
nuisance. 

"We are littering up our 
country and we have no right 
to do it," said The Eagle 
Chief Photographer Lothar 
Konietzko, who is very in- 
terested in ecology and 
maintaining the beauty of 
nature. "I would rather be 
without beer in order to clean 
up this country. It's sick." 

A nut for nature 


photography, he finds his 
attention straying away from 
the beautiful greenery of our 
forests, the quiet of streams 
and the grace of wild life to 
photograph the unishgtly 
mess left by others. 

Although beverage con- 
tainers by no means com- 
prise all the litter in this 
state, the effect of their 
presence lingers. Aluminum 
cans and glass bottles don't 
decay and decompose like 
scraps of paper do. The 
paper eventually disappear. 

But not so with the 
throwaway cans and bottle. 


These containers linger to 
create unsightliness and 
danger. Ever hear of anyone 
cutting himself badly on 
decomposed paper? Well, it's 
a different story with cans 
and bottles. 

That's why Lothar and 
environmental groups in this 
state are backing two bills in 
the Michigan Legislature. 
Both House Bill 4296 and 
Senate Bill 233 are in com- 
mittee and probably will not 
be acted upon until the fall, If 
at all.

Truckers get fewer tickets

There was an interesting little 
tidbit the other day in an otherwise 
routine press release from the 
Michigan State Police 

The release said state police have 
written more than 81,000 speeding 
tickets in the first five months of 
1975, with just more than 50,000 
involving no point penalties. So far 
it’s routine. 

But then it noted quietly that of the 
81,000 tickets, just more than 2,000 
went to truckers. That means that 
truckers are getting only 2.5 percent 
of the speeding tickets while they 
make up a much larger percentage 
of the traffic. 


Does that men. then, that 
truckers are a group of law abiding 
drivers faithfully keeping their rigs 
under 55 miles per hour? (mph)? 

Not really. 

What it shows is that the in- 
credible increase in the use of 
citizens band (CB) radios by 
truckers to alert each other to the 
presence of police really has made a 
difference 

The use of CB radios jumped 
dramatically when the speed limit 
went to 55 Truckers make money 
hauling goods over distances. The 
slower they drive, the less money 
they earn because the less goods 
they haul In addition, their trucks 
are geared to run most efficiently at 
around 65 mph 


So the long distance haulers 
decided to go the CB route to alert 
each other to the presence of 
“smokies” as the police are called. 
The name comes from the fact that 
in some states state police wear hats 
similar to the one worn by Smokey 
the Bear

‘erstate h.gfiway' today' with' a CB 

radio Ul ms Ccu will Itccu a cuiuuiili 

chatter between truckers as they 
ask for and give “smokey reports.” 

“There’s a smokey takin’ pictures 
westbound just past milepost 72” 
means a state police radar unit is 
monitoring traffic going west just 
past milepost 72 Anyone westbound 
near there will haul their rig down to 
55 to 60, since they figure they are 
allowed up to 10 over before they’ll 
be stopped. 

As the system becomes more 
established and well known, many 
automobile drivers without radios 
have taken to following trucks in the 
knowledge the trucker with a CB 
won’t drive fast if a radar unit is 
around 

Ask a state trooper privately his 
feeling about the CB radios and he’ll 
give an ambivalent answer 

“Truckers and troops always have 
had a pretty good relationship,” a 
trooper said “We both spend a lot of 
time on the road and there is some 
feeling of comradeship because of 
that. I guess it’s bad that the 
system allows them to speed, but 
there have been some good things 
happen because of the radios 

“WehaveCB radios in all our cars 
and the other day 1 was driving 
along when a trucker said “Smokey, 
if you’ve got ears there’s a wreck a 
couple miles down the road,’ ” he 
said “I got there much more 
quickly than I otherwise would 
have.”

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Historical forts, a 
magical musical fountain, 
one of the world’s largest 
exhibit halls, and a giant 
ski flying hill are among 
the many “stand-out” 
attractions. 

Although surrounded by 
newer buildings, the State 
Capitol dominates the 
Lansing skyline, especially 
at night when the dome is 
illuminated. This 
weathered, ornate 
structure, the center of 
state government since 
1879, is one of Michigan's 
oldest and leading tourist 
stops. 

Honolulu House is the 
focal point of Marshall’s 
outstanding mid-19th 
century architecture. The 
building reputedly was 
modeled after a home a 
former Michigan Supreme 
Court justice occupied in 
Hawaii. It now houses the 
Marshall Historical 
Society. 

Mackinaw City’s Fort 
Michilimackinac, rebuilt 
on the site of an original 
French fort erected in 1715, 
is a primary tourist at- 
traction. Its blockhouses, 
barracks, French church 
and British trader’s house 
with period furnishings are 
operi to tourists. 

De Zwaan is a 200-year- 
old, 6-story windmill im- 
ported to Holland from the 
Netherlands. It is the only 
authentic windmill in the 
United States and is the top 
attraction in the city’s 36- 
acre Windmill Island Park. 

The Tower of History 
offers excellent panoramic 
views from 210 feet above 
ground at Sault Ste. Marie. 
The shrine is a tribute to 
300 years of missionary 
labor of all faiths. 

Twin observation towers 
are a longtime landmark of 
the Irish Hills near Onsted. 
From atop the 64-foot 
towers, a panorama of 
small lakes and softly 
rolling hills in southeastern 
Michigan’s LenaWee 
County gently unfolds. 

Other breathtaking 
sights may be observed 
from the peak of Suga t 
Loaf Mountain near 
Marquette and Copper 
Peak Ski Flying Hill near 
Ironwood. Both Upper 
Peninsula attractions 
provide magnificent views 
of Lake Superior. Copper 
Peak features a chairlift 
and elevator ride to the top^ 
of the 610-foot steel, ski- 
flying structure. 

Sleeping Bear Dunes, 
which covers 61,000 acres 
and 31 miles of Lake 
Michigan shoreline in the 
Leelanau Peninsula, is 
another great elevated 
vantage point. This area 
includes the world’s largest 
shifting sand dunes, 
rushing above the 
lakeshore to provide a view" 
of North and South Manitou 
islands. 

The Grand Haven 
Musical Fountain is an 
entertaining spectacle of 
fastchanging, multi- 
colored water formations 
set to music and perched on 
a dune overlooking this 
West Michigan city. The 
fountain with its geysers of 
water and colored lights 
can he seen for miles at 
night. 

While not an ob- 
servation platform, Ann 
Arbor s Burton Memorial 
Tower is a University of 
Michigan landmark which 
houses the Baird Carillon. 
There are 53 bells, varying 
in weight from 12 pounds to 
12 tons. 

Vacationers seeking the 
usual will find the “Smiling 
Water Tower’s” happy 
face overlooking 1-75 from 
West Branch a unique 
welcome to the north 
woods 

Visitors to Grand Rapids 
are welcomed by the giant 
La Grande Vitesse, a 
modern sculpture designed 
by Alexander Calder and 
located in the city’s 


beautiful Vandentxerg 
Center. 

Among other offbeat 
state attractions are 
Kalkaska’s National Trout 
Memorial, an impressive 
17-foot shrine to the city’s 
annual trout festival, and 
the Alpena-area’s sink 
holes, which are formed by 
the earth’s crust dropping 
as much as 100 feet into a 
cave or fault. 

Several Michigan 
communities have erected 
tributes to famous persons 
or events, which make 
hard-to-miss points of 
interest for vacationers. 

The Father Marquette 
Cross is a huge, lighted 
memorial marking the 
place where the famed 
missionary and explorer 
died in 1675. It is located 
south of Ludington on Lake 
Shore Drive. 

Oscoda’s 20-ton Lum- 
berman’s Monument is a 
famous landmark and 
visitor attraction which 
recalls the state’s lum- 
bering era. It is on a high 
bluff overlooking the Au 
Sable River where logging 
was once king. 

Cobo Hall, named after a 
former Motor City mayor, 
is part of an extensive, 
SlOO-million Detroit River 
complex, covering 75 acres 
in downtown Detroit. The 
hall is one of the world’s 
largest exhibition 
buildings. 

Although not really a 
tourist attraction, the 
Zilwaukee Bridge, which 
carries 1-75 over the 
Saginaw River near 
Saginaw, is the last 
remaining drawbridge on 
an Interstate Highway. 
Most motorists consider 
the bridge a landmark. 


“The girls compared 
paints, drying times, prices 
and ease of cleanup before 
selecting the paint for their 
picnic table project,” Sr.

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On inland, coastal waterways 


Be courteous in operating your craft 


Boating has grown to 
become a popular summer 
recreational activity, and 
with more than eight 
million boats on inland and 
coastal waterways in the 
United States, being 
courteous in operating your 
craft may make the dif- 
ference between a fun day 
and a “wet” day. 

The America Red Cross 
cautions that all boaters 
should learn how to swim. 
But more importantly 
every boat operator and 
passenger should follow 
these safeguards: 

—Carry a Coast Guard- 
approved personal 
flotation device for every 
person aboard. Insist that 
weak swimmers and non-

swimmers wear them at all 
times and that everyone 
wear them when weather 
conditions are hazardous. 

—Keep passengers to a 
safe number. Don’t 
overload the craft 

—Don’t overpower your 
boat. Ask your dealer what 
horsepower is safe for its 
size. 

—Don’t smoke while 
refueling. 


— Kquip your boat with 
essential gear— anchor, 
oars, boat hook, extra line, 
fire extinguisher, tool kit 
and first aid kit. Running 
lights are a must for night 
time operation. 

—Check weather service 
forecasts before taking 
your boat out on open 
water. Take a transistor 
radio along to keep posted 
on changing weather 
conditions. 


—Most boats, if 
swamped or capsized, will 
stay on the surface, so stay 
with the boat in such ac- 
cidents until help arrives. 
But in dangerous or ex- 
tremely cold water, try to 
get to shore as fast as 
possible. 

And every boater should 
follow these small craft 
rules of the waterways: 

(1.) When boats are 


meeting in or nearly in a 
head-on position, each 
should keep to the right. 
When boats are in a 
crossing position, the one 
on the right has the right of 
way. When one boat is 
overtaking another, the 
boat being overtaken has 
the right of way. 

(2.) Power boats should 
give way to manually 
propelled or sail boats 


unless the sail boat is 
overtaking the power boat. 
Small sail boats in a 
channel should give way to 
power boats which cannot 
operate outside the 
channel. Sail boats to 
windward should keep out 


of the way of sail boats to 
leeward. 

(3.) If the man overboard 
can swim, a life saving 
device can be thrown to 
him. The boat is stopped, 
the victim swims to it and 
is pulled aboard. 


(4.) When a weak or non- 
swimmer falls over boards 
first swing the stern away 
from the side from which 
he fell. Toss him a flotation 
device if he is not already 
wearing one, and promptly 
maneuver the boat back to 
him. Keep a close watch on 
him at all times and make 
the approach as you would 
to a mooring— at reduced 
speed and slightly to 
windward if possible. Shut 
off the motor within a few 
feet of the victim and bring 
him aboard.

suggestion that people 
protest Mrs. O’Hair’s 
campaign against God. 

Her latest move is 
geared to keep the 
astronauts from abiding by 
their decision to read from 
the Bible as a Christmas 
message to the world while 
orbiting in their space craft 
in December 1968. 

According to the in- 
formation received by the 
churches, Mrs. O’Hair has 
27,000 signed letters

protesting the decision of 
the astronauts and will 
present them to the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration 
(NASA) with the demand 
that the astronauts be 
censured publicly for their 
act. 

The Catholic churches in 
many communities are 
joining in an effort to 
secure one million 
signatures commending 
the astronauts for their 


faith in God and the Bible. 
According to information 
received by the churches, 
Mrs. O’Hair plans to 
demand that any further 
demonstration of religion 
by public leaders be 
prohibited. 

Christians the country 
over are being alerted to 
other actions coming up, 
according to church 
publications and 
newsletters. 

There is to be a federal 
hearing in Washington to 
try and ban any religious 
broadcasting on radio and 
television. 

The decision could affect 
such programs as the Billy 
Graham Crusades, the 
Oral Roberts evangelism 
programs, Norman Vin- 
cent Feale, The Morman 
Tabernacle programs, the 
Hunter Ministery and 
others that have brought 
comfort to shut-ins, the 
sick and elderly over the 
years. 

The Catholic churches 
have taken up the 
challenge and are making 
sure that the “war” isn’t 
lost through complacency.

At a time when the protesting 
public is advised to change 
channels, stations, close their 
eyes and otherwise ignore things 
they find indecent and obscene, at 
a time when pornography is 
protected as a "right"— it is just 
possible that the segment of 
society that finds the mention of 
God and the Bible an outrage, 
these protestors, Madalyn M. 
O'Hair and other petition-signers, 
may well be advised to do the 
same. 

It is just one more thing that 
will bring together churches, 
despite differences in creeds and 
philosophies, in a spirit of 
ecumenism, to ward off yet

another danger in a morally- 
deteriorating world.' 

Through these protests against 
the public mention of God and the 
Bible, the churches may be more 
firmly united than ever before. 

Those in high places in 
government will realize that the 
action they take also can affect 
the Presidential oath of office, the 
pledge to the Flag and other 
mentions of God and the Bible 
that are part of life in the United 
States. 

The churches have reminded 
their people to let their wishes be 
known. It remains to be seen if 
their voice is strong enough to be 
heard.

Should such aerosol containers be 
removed from Wrigley store shelves, the 
ban almost certainly would continue in 
effect until such time as tests now un- 
derway may show conclusively that 
fluorocarbons do not deplete the earth's 
ozone layer, he added. 

The ban also would apply to K-mart food 
stores operated by Wrigley in Flint, 
Saginaw, Bay City, Port Huron, Battle 
Creek and Toledo.
